Kentucky porkers die happy when 
they're downright sure their shanks 
will wind up on the platter as genuine 
Kentucky country ham, 


And what a morsel it is! Smiling 
up at you from its own red-eye gravy, 
it’s something to say grace over! 


Preparation of this Kentucky con- 
fection is more ritual than chore. The 
moon hangs just so as the process 
begins. There’s been many a bitter 
feud in defense of a brine formula. 


Curing recipes are whispered from 
father to son, and reputations hang 
from many a smokehouee string. 


As to the curing, some folks say 
the farmer who raised the pig may 
marry, bring up his young ‘uns and 
pass to his Maker before the ham is 
decreed fitly mellow for the pan. 


Good things in Kentucky have a 
way of growing slowly. This goes too 
for my specialty—the distilling and

The leaders of 29 nations representing over a 
billion people met at Bandung in Indonesia 
last week for the first Asian-African confer- 
ence. The two most prominent figures, India’s 
Pandit Nehru and Red China’s Chou En-lai, 
seemed agreed on overall strategy for a vague, 
portentous parley: it was to be a show of the 
unruffled unity of “anti-colonial” nations. To 
make the plan work, Nehru chaperoned Chou

These truths, amplified by other speakers, 
did not keep Chou from doing eflective work. 
He won friends among Indonesians and Japa- 
nese. He lured Cambodia inte the neutralist 
camp. He tried to gain favor with the Arabs by 
supporting their stand aa nist Israel. But Sir

CAN WE PRODUCE AN EINSTEIN? 


FIRMNESS GETS RESULTS 


Politics, said Einstein (see right), is a much 
more difficult study than physics. But it does 
yield a few clear and simple lessons on occa- 
sion, and the Russian agreement to give Aus- 
tria back its sovereignty is one of them. For 
a decade now the Soviet Union has been im- 
movably against such a treaty. Suddenly it 
agreed. Why? Obviously, because all its other 
efforts have failed to shake the West’s deter- 
mination to rearm Germany. Surely, if any 
additional evidence were needed, this is proof 
that firmness is the only policy that will ever 
make the Soviets yield a single inch. 

The Soviets now hope to make West Ger- 
many lose heart in its determination to rearm, 
TASS dispatches are hinting to the Germans 
that Austrian-style neutrality is the way for 
them to get the unification they crave so much 
—and more than a few Germans are credulous- 
ly listening to this new siren song from the 
East. The West must agree to the Big Four 
meeting asked by the Soviets to complete the 
Austrian treaty, for this concession was pre- 
cisely the “clear and specific act” demanded 
by President Eisenhower as one of the “signs 
of sincere intent” to precede any new talk 
with the Russians. 

The West must also start preparing for the 
possibility, unlikely as it seems, that the So- 
viets may even offer free all-German elections 
if by so doing they can stop the dreaded re- 
armament. Such a unified Germany would not 
be bound by the Paris accords, and Dr. Ade- 
nauer’s laborious work with the West would 
have to begin all over again. 

But despite such dangers, rearmament has 
proved itself to be the free world’s biggest hole- 
eard in making the Russians play poker with- 
out cheating. That being so, the obvious lesson 
is to make that ace as powerful as possible, 
and never relinquish it unless and until the 
Soviets cease to menace the people of Europe. 
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Albert Einstein, the greatest scientific mind 
of this and most earlier centuries, died a 
U.S. citizen; but he was not a product of 
the U.S. He was a European; and so, at least 
before World War I, have been most of the 
leading scientists of his pure, disinterested, 
theoretical type. De Tocqueville long ago 
noted that the spirit of America, though de- 
voted to practical science, “is averse to gen- 
eral ideas: it does not seek theoretical dis- 
coveries.”” That is still relatively true; one 
may even wonder whether we could produce 
an Einstein. 

Of the great U.S.-born pioneers of sci- 
ence, from Franklin through Willard Gibbs 
to Oppenheimer, practically all studied in 
Europe. Gradually they brought back to 
these shores (as a recent Forrune article 
puts it) “the standards of European physi- 
cal science: its rigor of thought, its soar- 
ing imagination, its terrific iconoclasm about 
the Newtonian models of the past.” Then 
came the refugees, like Einstein himself, 
who completed the process of bringing U.S. 
science to maturity. The U.S. is now world 
headquarters of scientific activity of all 
kinds. Yet most of it is concerned with 
the how and what of things, rather than 
the why. In the why department, which 
was Einstein’s, Europe’s best men may still 
be better than ours. 


The difference is not one of talent (for that 
springs up everywhere), nor in equipment or 
money (in these the U.S. is far ahead), but 
in training, “climate” and above all in moti- 
vation. A pure scientist, though his discov- 
eries may change the world, does not work 
for that purpose: his motive is purely and 
simply to know. That was Einstein’s ruling 
passion; even happiness, he once remarked, 
was a goal for pigs. 

Applied science, on the other hand, can he 
recognized by its having a clearly defined 
and usually useful objective. When Ameri- 
cans turn a “task force” loose on such an 
objective, whether it be the Manhattan proj- 
ect or the Salk vaccine, victory is usually 
just a matter of time. Our engineers poured 
millions of man-hours into the successful 
discovery of antiknock gasoline, for exam- 
ple—but without adding to our knowledge 
of the nature of combustion (a subject on 
which we apparently still know less than 
about nuclear fission). 

These projects could not even have been 
defined had not theories first been worked 
out by pure thinkers who were not trying to 
make anything or help anybody. Einstein, 
whose E=me’ opened the atomic era, needed 
no laboratory equipment but paper and pen- 
ceil and conducted almost no experiments. 

The European climate that encouraged his 
kind of curiosity is not one we should wish 
to transplant unchanged. European univer- 
sity professors, the stupid as well as the able, 
are all draped with much more prestige and 


titles than ours, and the dowry system has 
also helped free the young European scien- 
tist for “profitless’”’ pursuits. But there was, 
and is, a broader kind of hospitality to 
thought in the European atmosphere. 

Einstein himself was no academic career- 
ist. He couldn’t get a university job after hir 
sraduation; he was a lonely, laughing, de- 
tached nonconformist all his life. After he 
published his first theories in 1905, however, 
he taught at leading universities in Europe. 
The theories aroused great hostility; they 
were damned as “Bolshevik physics” by 
some scientists in the West, and in Soviet 
Russia for their decadent “metaphysical tend- 
encies.”” But Europe’s scientific communi- 
ty did not wait until their confirmation bv 
the eclipse of 1919 to accord these theories 
its respect. That was given for their claim 
on abstract truth and their evident power 
of thought, 

American scientists can keep themselves 
busy for many years just exploiting the dis- 
coveries of Einstein. How then can we best 
discharge our great debt to him? Above all, 
by keeping clear the social and intellectual 
channels of new knowledge. 


The U.S. is increasingly dependent on “re- 
search”; we spend nearly $4 billion a year 
on it. But over 95% of this sum goes for 
applied, not basic, research, and nearly all 
of it comes either from government or cor- 
porations, who have to account to taxpay- 
ers and stockholders for its “‘usefulness.” 
There is consequently a mounting pres- 
sure on our limited supply of young sci- 
entists to get into these more “useful” 
branches of science. This pressure is felt in 
universities and even high schools, where 
“the educational pattern,” as Dr. Alan Wa- 
terman says, “tends to respond by encour- 
aging the premature study of the practical.” 
The result is that American science consists 
less of thinking than of measuring: one 
educator calls it “‘a great hustle and bustle, 
a rushing back and forth to scientific con- 
ferences, a great plethora of $50,000 grants 
for $100 ideas.” 

Alfred P. Sloan Jr. recently called atten- 
tion to this imbalance: “We in this coun- 
try are not doing the basic research in the 
physical sciences we ought to do in support 
of our applied research and our advanced 
engineering.” His Sloan Foundation is about 
to establish a preliminary fund of $5 million 
in support of the cause of basic research—a 
good example for other foundations to fol- 
low. But something more is needed; more 
than money, facilities and talent. What is 
required of our young scientists is a sacred 
curiosity about nature's great unanswered 
riddles—not to conquer and exploit, but 
simply to understand. What is required of 
the rest of us is a similar respect for the 
power and beauty, not just the utility, of 
unrestricted human thought.

Dressing in baggy old clothes, he 
shut himself away in lonely contemplation of the massive intellectual 
problems he alone could solve. But he emerged to champion the ideals 
he cherished: justice, freedom, peace, He believed in his own form of 
“cosmic religion. “LT do not believe in the God of theology who rewards 
eco and punishes ey a he said, ace a the presence of ra | superior Ped sO0M- 
ing power... revealed in the incomprehensible universe, forms my 
idea of God.” The day he died, his body was cremated. Without cere- 
mony, family and friends said a last farewell at the cemetery.

OLD MAN'S ADVICE TO YOUTH: 


NEVER LOSE A HOLY CURIOSITY’ 


As a scientist Einstein's creative imagination wrought the greatest 
revolution of our time and also touched man’s everyday life. His 
famous formula, E=mce*, proving that matter is concentrated en- 
ergy, ushered in the atomic age. His photoelectric law, for which 
he won the Nobel Prize in 1921, led to the development of the pho- 
toelectric cell, which has been put to a thousand practical uses. 
His theories on the structure of solids paved the way for transis- 
tors, the tiny devices that now are revolutionizing electronics. His 
theory of relativity made possible the atom-smashers, 

Just as his ground-breaking scientific conclusions were uncon- 
ventional, so were Einstein's philosophical concepts. In politics 
he took sides that were unpopular with Americans. In the sphere 
of religion his views contradicted strongly held beliefs. But be- 
cause of his unwavering rectitude Einstein was regarded as one 
of the most unselfish men of his time. An intimate glimpse of 
Einstein’s personal manner is afforded by this personal memoir 


by one of Lire’s editors, William Miller: 


OME months before Einstein’s death I drove up to the scientist’s 
) small house at 112 Mercer Street, Princeton. Two others were 
with me, my son Pat, a Harvard freshman who had long made Ein- 
stein one of his personal heroes, and a friend, Professor William 
Hermanns of San Jose, Calif., who had known Einstein years ago 
in Germany. 

It was not an errand of idle curiosity but planned in the hope that 
such a meeting might help give some inspiration to Pat. He had al- 
ways shown a natural gift for the sciences, had managed to win the 
science prize at his prep school, but at college had bogged down into 
a sort of philosophical nihilism, asking himself what significance there 
was to human endeavor if the universe was dying. 

Our intermediary, Dr. Hermanns, a German from a cultured and 
well-to-do family, had volunteered for World War I, lived through 
the indescribable carnage of the Battle of Verdun, been captured and 
imprisoned for three years by the French. Afterward he was a poet, 
then a fugitive from Hitler. In his 50s, he is a gentle man of trans- 
parent idealism and unselfishness, He was a friend of Bishop Fulton 
Sheen and hoped to get from his old friend Einstein a statement about 
the latter’s concept of God which the bishop might use on his televi- 
sion program. We had chanced the trip without an appointment. 


When we knocked at Dr. Einstein’s door we were told he was having 
tea with guests and could not be disturbed. But after Dr. Hermanns 
explained his old acquaintanceship Dr. Einstein’s secretary admitted 
us toa small parlor, separated by drapes from the dining room. Beyond 
them we could hear voices and the occasional clink of spoons. The 
drapes parted and Einstein came through them, his magnificent face 
wreathed in its halo of flowing white hair, his childlike eyes look- 
ing from face to face with aerial serenity, benignity and angelic 
indifference. He was wearing sandals, baggy slacks and a gray woolen 
pullover sweater, a tieless shirt open at the neck, 

Looking about the room, I was struck by the porcelain figure of a 
Madonna and Child in one corner. Meanwhile Dr. Hermanns talked 
with Einstein. He was getting nowhere in his quest for a definition of 
Einstein’s religion. But looking at Einstein’s face one had the feeling 
of seeing a living saint. The lucid windows of his eyes seemed to 
reveal not a man but an embodiment of pure thought. 

“T came because I am concerned about the growth of anti-Semi- 
tism,”’ said Dr. Hermanns. “The anti-Semites spread it by saying that 
you want to share our atomic secrets with Russia.” 

Einstein leaned back in his old-fashioned rocker and, chuckling 
mildly, said, “Whoever said that is just another liar. The problem is 
one of human survival. If the nations do not agree on basic principles 
first, all our treaties and armaments are for nothing. There is no secu- 
rity for one if not for all; security is indivisible. Only a supranational 
government, including all nations, can save us. 

Dr. Hermanns changed the subject to religion. ‘I believe you once 
said that one could name the Urgesetz, or law of laws, God.” 

“You are in full liberty to call any power you believe in God,” 
said Einstein, shrugging. “But if you say this, what are you telling 
me? I cannot accept any concept of God based on the fear of life 
or the fear of death, or blind faith. I cannot prove to you that there

is no personal God, but if I were to speak of him I would be a lar.” 

But was there no message, asked Dr. Hermanns, which he could 
take Bishop Sheen? “If you must tell the bishop something about 
me,” he said genially, “tell him I am an honest man.” 

At this point my son asked if there was anything in which one 
could believe. “Certainly there are things worth believing,” said Ein- 
stein. “I believe in the brotherhood of man and the uniqueness of 
the individual. But if you ask me to prove what I believe, I can’t. 
You know them to be true but you could spend a whole lifetime with- 
out being able to prove them. The mind can proceed only so far upon 
what it knows and can prove. There comes a point where the mind 
takes a leap—call it intuition or what you will—and comes out upon 
a higher plane of knowledge, but can never prove how it got there. 
All great discoveries have involved such a leap.” 

“Does experience give us truth?” asked the young man. 

Einstein warmed to the boy’s search for guideposts. “This is a 
difficult question,” he said, a slight lisp noticeable in his voice. “One 
is always seeing things without being sure that one does see them. 
Truth is a verbal concept, which cannot be submitted to mathemat- 
ical proof,” 

Dr. Hermanns asked whether truth were not inherent in man. “You 
once told me that progress could be gained only by intuition and not 
the accumulation of knowledge.” 

“It is not quite so simple,” said Einstein. “Knowledge is neces- 
sary too. A child with great intuition could not grow up to become 
something worthwhile in life without some knowledge. However there 
comes a point in everyone’s life where only intuition can make the 
leap ahead, without knowing precisely how.” 

“You do believe in a soul,” persisted Dr. Hermanns. 

Yes, if by this you mean the living spirit that makes us long to 
do worthy things for humanity.” 

I broke in to describe my son’s philosophical impasse: “Now he 
can find no reason why he should strive to achieve.”’ Einstein tooked 
at Pat and simply asked, “Does not the question of the undulation of 
light arouse your curiosity?”

Camp Fire Girls replace Wichita’s dying trees 


In Wichita, Kan., where drought and disease have killed thousands of 
elm trees in recent years, an out-sized problem was getting lively atten- 
tion from some pint-sized citizens. Last fall the Camo Fire Girls of Wich- 
ita collected thousands of seeds from the city’s few golden-rain trees, a 
particularly hardy species, and planted them in a municipal greenhouse. 
This spring on Arbor Day, the seeds having sprouted into seedlings, 
the girls were back in the greenhouse, ready to renew their ambitious 
program to replace Wichita’s dying trees. 

Taking the 600 seedlings which had flourished and another 300 year-old 
saplings they had bought from a nursery, more than 1,500 girls marched 
out of the greenhouse and dispersed about the city to plant the trees in 
hundreds of backyards. In the months ahead they will watch the tiny 
trees and nurse them along. Meanwhile, bombarding the city with posters 
and pamphlets, they are urging the grownups to plant trees too. And for 
the next 10) years they intend to get equally hardy species started every 
spring, so that in 1965, when today’s Camp Fire Girls will have sprouted 
into young ladies, Wichita will have sprouted some 50,000 new trees,

The biggest news in show business is still 
Oklahoma! The world’s most successful musi- 
cal comedy, which 10 million people have paid

Until a few years ago, the centuries-old painting of the Madonna and 
Child above hung unobtrusively in the church of Santa Maria Nuova 
in Rome. Then the church monks decided to freshen it up a bit 
and called in Restorer Pico Cellini.

The Australian frilled lizard, rarely seen away from home, makes a collarful debut at the Bronx Zoo 


Climbing about the trees in the hot scrub torests of northern Australia, 
an innocuous looking lizard called Chlamydosaurus kingi gives all the 
appearance of a tender lunch Lo many a tidbit-bent treetop predator. But 
when a predator comes near, it is confronted with a startling apparition. 
The lizard, opening its jaws with a hiss, unfolds a broad mantle which 
spreads out like an umbrella and frightens almost any intruder away. 


The frilled lizard’s mantle, which normally lies neatly folded along 
its neck, is expanded by bones connected with its throat. On fully grown, 
three-foot males, the mantle may reach a diameter of nine inches. The 
lizards have rarely been shipped abroad because when transplanted they 
refuse to eat. But recently the Bronx Zoo in New York imported two, has 
kept them alive by forced feeding and soon will tempt them with insects.

This is the third in Lire’s series of works of art which U.S. 
museum directors have chosen as their own favorites in 
their museums. This Director's Choice is by the French 
artist Jean Baptiste Simeon Chardin (1699-1779). It was 
selected by Frederick B. Robinson, head of the Spring- 
field, Mass, Museum of Fine Arts, who writes: 


When Chardin painted this still life in 1764 most 
French artists were painting elegant scenes of court 
life. But though Chardin’s subject is humble it is given 
a rare beauty by its intricate counterplay of shapes and 


colors. The duck's wings are repeated in the angles of 
the napkin; the tones of the bread are echoed in subtle 
variations around the canvas. But- what I respond to 
most is Chardin’s sensitivity to the play of light on 
the objects and to the luminous atmosphere that en- 
velops them. Since 1946, when our museum acquired 
the still life, I have had a chance to test it against a 
variety of circumstances—changing exhibitions, shift- 
ing taste, my own moods. It has weathered the tests, and 
I have found that no other painting in our collection 
produces for me such a feeling of complete gratification.

Adolphus Busch was a salesman of brewers’ supplies in 1861 when he 
met and married Lilly, the daughter of a prosperous soapmaker named 
Eberhard Anheuser. In lieu of a bad debt, Anheuser had taken over a 
small brewery, and he put son-in-law Adolphus in charge of it. Adolphus 
was a success from the start, devising ice-cooled freight cars to carry his 
beer to the thirsty South and helping to introduce the first pasteurized 
beer in the U.S. As the firm grew, so did the Busch family. Adolphus and 
Lilly had 14 children. Six of them married, often twice or three times, 
thus building a huge dynasty. Its complexity is indicated by the family 
photograph on the opposite page, which is identified below. 

The dynasty has had troubles, with anti-German feeling during World 


War I and Prohibition thereafter (it made yeast and Bevo to survive). It 
has weathered them all. Ten members of the family are now actively in- 
volved in the management of the firm and 65% of its stock is family- 
owned. Besides Gussie Busch, the senior family members of the firm are 
Eberhard Anheuser, grandson of the soapmaker, Adalbert von Gontard, 
grandson of Adolphus, and Percy Orthwein, Gussie’s brother-in-law. 

lt is Gussie who now presides over the great holiday gatherings of the 
family and who tries to arbitrate the quarrels and differences of his 
strong-minded clan. “Let me finish!” he shouted to a kinsman at a recent 
board meeting. “Then you can blow your top.” Such passing storms 
serve mostly to strengthen the remarkable solidarity of Adolphus’ tribe.

WAS DESTROYED BY ThE REDS 


Famous Chinese scholar now exposes the Peking-directed terrorism that wrecked Nanyang University 
hy LIN YUTANG 


HAVE withheld until now the full story of my resignation on 

April 1 as chancellor of Nanyang University at Singapore for the 
simple reason that publication of thin article before I left Malaya would 
have exposed me and my family to assassination by Communist gun- 
men. As it was, we lived for weeks in Singapore under special British 
police protection, before and after [ resigned. 

I was forced to resign, and Nanyang was destroyed as a free in- 
stitution, by direct Communist sabotage, arrogantly carried out within 
the shadow of the British land, air and sea headquarters for the Far 
East. I was an obstacle in the path of a monstrous conspiracy di- 
rected from Peking to capture the minds of all 12.5 million of the 
overseas Chinese scattered through southeast Asia. Like an invisible 
octopus this conspiracy already. threatens to make Singapore as 
helpless today against subversion as it was in 1942 against Japan’s 
surprise overland attack. 

It is characteristic of the befuddled, disorganized nature of men 
of goodwill in this part of the world that Nanyang could have been 
a citadel of resistance to Peking’s manipulations—and then was 
abandoned before the fight was fairly begun, even before its first 
class could be called to order. 

The overseas Chinese have always had a difficult position among 
the other Asian races. They work hard and often amass fortunes and 
power which in turn lead to hatred and persecution. More important, 
they are a people of divided loyalties, of which the one to the father- 
land of China is ae uppermost. For decades they have sent their 
children to China to be educated and to preserve, on their return, 
their Chinese language and culture in their adopted domiciles. 

Communist China has shrewdly encouraged this tradition, tempting 
students from abroad with glowing promises of free education. ° "Bring 
only the clothes you wear,” says Peking’s propaganda. “We wall 
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provide everything else.”’ Thousands of young people from all over 
southeast Asia answered the call, but it soon became apparent that 
things had changed. The students never came back. They were sub- 
jected to intense Communist indoctrination, converted into young 
fanatics who dreamed only of returning to their overseas homes 
with rifles, as conquerors. 

The leaders of the Chinese community in Singapore (80% of the 
city’s population of 1.2 million) were profoundly disturbed by this, 
partly because they objected to the political indoctrination of their 
children. mainly because their children failed to return. The average 
overseas Chinese is indifferent to politics as long as he can continue 
to work and prosper, but he is intensely loyal to the Confucian tradi- 
tions of family continuity. Peking confronted him now with the 
choice of losing his children or of accepting the gradual disintegration 
of Chinese culture among his descendants. 

The solution was obvious: creation of a Chinese university out- 
side of China. Early in 1953 the leaders of the Singapore community 
banded together to organize Nanyang (meaning “South Seas.” the 
Chinese term cenerally used for southeast Asia) University. The 
British initially “opposed the idea for fear it would aggravate the racial 
friction between Chinese and Malays which the Communists have ex- 
ploited in the Malayan rebellion. But the Chinese persisted; the 
British gave in and have since followed a hands-off policy. 

In May 1953 Nanyang University was formally incorporated, head- 
ed by an executive council of nine “members, also known as trustees. 
but controlled by committees of wealthy Chinese businessmen in the 
nine states of the Malayan Federation, Sarawak and Singapore. The 
Singapore committee of 60 members is by far the most important of 
these and in fact dominates the university's affairs. In January 1954 
an emissary came to my home in Riverdale, N.Y.—I was then acting

as adviser to the Chinese delegation to the United Nations—and 
invited me to be chancellor. 

Seldom has a man been offered a more exciting mission. I saw 
at once that Nanyang could perform a service of incalculable value 
to the free world as a block to Communist penetration of south- 
east Asia. But I saw, too, that the men behind the project were 
as naively ignorant of its implications as they were honest and 
sincere in their intentions. 

Of these men by far the most important, and typical, was Tan 
Lark-sye, chairman of the executive council and long the acknowl- 
edged leader of Singapore’s Chinese community. A rough, hard- 
faced man of 60, Tan is at once one of the smartest businessmen 
in Asia, a onetime rubber tapper who is still almost illiterate and © 
a rather pitiful symbol of the dilemma of the overseas Chinese. 

Long one of Malaya’s richest men, Tan made a killing after the 
Japanese collapse in 1945 through a series of shrewd maneuvers 
which gave him control of vast stockpiles of rubber all through 
southeast Asia. Tan has been getting richer ever since. During the 
Korean war he made a reported $13.3 million in rubber sales to the 
U.S. and acquired such power that one authority in this field re- 
cently asserted, “He probably influences the market now nearly 
as much as any government.” 


Politics bending with the breezes 


| IKE most overseas Chinese, Tan lets his politics bend with the 

breezes. He apparently sees no evil in the Chinese Communists. 
In 1950 he was chairman of an elaborate 1,000-guest dinner” in 
Singapore to observe the Communist victory in China and to toast 
British recognition of the new regime. On the other hand, he was 
a major voice in my selection as chancellor of Nanyang, showing 
complete indifference to my known pro-Nationalist views. Tan’s 
objective, I think, is simply to stay out of trouble with the poli- 
ticians and thus stay in business. 

In February 1954 he wrote to me, “If we do not take steps to pre- 
serve our culture now, 10 years from now we may find that the edu- 
cation of our people here will be on shaky ground. Twenty or 30 
years from now our language and literature may perish. In 40 or 
50 years perhaps we shall no longer call ourselves Chinese.” I was 
certain then, as I am today, that this was his sole motive in promot- 
ing Nanyang. I am equally sure that it never occurred to Tan or 
many of his colleagues that there might be political repercussions. 

Accordingly I insisted on a set of specific guarantees: that I 
would have “sole” executive responsibility; also, that the univer- 
sity was to have “‘a strictly pure and nonpolitical goal.” that its 
staff would enjoy absolute freedom of thought and that Nanyang 
should be “‘a first-class university both spiritually and materially.” 
To achieve this I asked fora minimum endowment of $3.3 million 
to be raised by the end of 1954, with a second $3.3 million by the 
end of 1955. “Better to have a fainting fit now,” I wrote, “than 
perpetual headaches later on.” 

In the name of the executive council Tan agreed to all of this, 
promised “to sacrifice all my fortune if necessary’’ and pledged 
an immediate $1.7 million as his own contribution. He was so 
anxious for Nanyang to make face that he insisted I live in a house 
and use an automobile at least as big, if not bigger, than those of 
the chancellor of the British-run University of Malaya. By early 
1954 Tan advised that $4 million had been pledged already. On 
May 3, 1954 I accepted the post of chancellor. 

During the same month bulldozers broke the first ground for the 
university plant on a lovely 560-acre site at the western tip of the 
Island of Singapore overlooking the sea.

began recruiting a faculty of the finest educators I could find. On 
Oct. 2, 1954 I arrived in Singapore with my family, moving into a 
bungalow provided for me as temporary accommodations. 

Trouble began almost immediately. There was trouble about 
building arrangements. I heard authenticated stories about eraft 
in eround- building materials contracts and it was clear that the 
bulldozers were doing unnecessary work to add to the profits. I dis- 
covered that the trustees. in violation of their pledge to consult me 
on such matters, had approved a design and begun work on a 
library, a monstrosity with poor lighting : and deplorably little space 
for books. Similarly they started a building for the college of 
sciences without consulting the Tien of the college. 

More ominous, the political atmosphere was already bad. Some 
of the trustees rebuked me because my letters from New York had 
been dated 43rd Year of the Chinese Republic,” t.e. of the gov- 
ernment now seated in Formosa. I was subjected to severe criti- 
cism because the foreign press had quoted me as saying I had 
come to Singapore to establish an “anti-Communist” university— 
an inaccuracy since I had talked only of a free university, a uni- 
versity where a man could think for himself and freely make up 
his own mind on political issues. 

At the same time a sly campaign against me began to develop in 
Singapore's Communist-backed ° ‘mosquito press. 3 a collection of 
irregularly published. Chinese-language newspapers tolerated by 
the “British as long as they keep “off the war in Malaya. | was 
accused of wasting the university s money, of being an ‘American 
agent and even of having only a poor command of English. 

By last December it was clear that these harassments were more 
than coincidence. The word was already circulating around the 
colony. Peking had sensed the potential foree for freedom that 
Nanyang University could become with a man at its head who 
could not be controlled. Less than two months after my arrival 
Peking had commanded: Lin Yutang must go. 

The apparatus of sabotage had been abuilding since 1951. In 
that year the Central Committee of the Malayan ” ommunist party 
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A HOPEFUL START was ere on sie 560-aere project under hatin Beeld: 
ing “Nanyang University campus ground-breaking ceremony.” But Lin’s dis- 
illusionment soon began when he suspected some contractors of dishonesty. 
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decided that the armed rebellion had failed and should be eased 
off, that the main effort should be directed instead toward infiltra- 
tion of legitimate organizations, especially labor unions and the 
schools. Among the unions the policy has been relatively un- 
successful, Among the 87,000 students in Singapore’s Chinese 
schools, which are privately supported and thus difficult for the 
British to control, the degree of success has been frightening, 
almost unbelievable, especially among the 10,000 students aged 
13 to 18 in the Chinese middle schools. 

Some 60 hard-core Communist teen-agers, perhaps a half dozen 
in each school, were all it took for the job. Working secretly, 
they first persuaded or terrorized the students, then their parents 
(with threats of bricks through shop windows, for example), then 
the teachers. When the British banned student organizations, 
they resorted to “reading circles,”’ social functions and picnics 
at which youngsters were taught the Communist yang-ko dance. 
They even circulated a handwritten newspaper called Tzu Yu Pao 
(freedom Press), raised funds with campaigns “to help poor stu- 
dents.’ Eventually they won such absolute control that teachers 
found themselves being kicked out of their classrooms for sud- 
denly called student “meetings.’’ On one occasion when a woman 
principal resisted, the students threw sulphuric acid in her face, 
disfiguring her permanently. 

On May 13, 1954, to protest a mild military draft imposed by 
the British, thousands of students gathered silently in midtown 
Singapore. They bore relentlessly down on police lines until they 
were broken up by fire hoses which had to be turned on teen-age 
girls whom the student leaders had placed in the front rows. The 
British later discovered documents proving that a student had 
been assigned to assassinate the dean and headmaster of one of the 
colony’s largest schools during the demonstration but had lost his 
nerve. The dean volunteered to stick to his job but only if the 
school would insure his life for $16,600. When this was refused, he 
resigned. The headmaster became a puppet of his own Communist- 
run students. In a similar situation a few years ago at Penang a 
headmaster was assassinated for refusing to give in. 


Communist strong-arm gangs 


FTER the May disorders the British belatedly tried to gain con- 
A trol of the Chinese schools by offering them an annual subsidy 
of $4 million, which would have meant a big saving for the Chinese 
parents supporting the schools. The tightly disciplined students 
went quickly to work. Petitions, often signed by almost 100% of 
the student bodies in the various schools, were sent to the news- 
papers attacking the proposal as a scheme “to destroy Chinese 
culture.” Student “delegations” (read strong-arm gangs) visited 
parents, teachers, headmasters to intimidate them into silence. 

One student group paid a rather weird visit on me during the 
campaign against the subsidy. At half past ten one night a group 
of young boys and girls came to my house and spoke to my daugh- 
ter. They said they had a letter on the subsidy to deliver to the 
chancellor. Who were they? my daughter asked. None would give 
his name. The letter was unsigned. I was asleep upstairs at the 
time. The next morning the letter was published in the papers, 
with the information that “Chancellor Lin refused to see the 
delegation.” 

Terrorism triumphed and the Chinese refused the subsidy. In 
open defiance of the British the Communists retained such tight 
control of the schools that they were able to turn out 96% of the 
10,000 middle schools students for a strike aimed at intimidating 
the voters before the Singapore elections on April 2. Student agi- 
tation—terrorism, pressures on parents, routine doorbell-ringing 
—was a major factor in giving the Communist-supported People’s 
Action party victories in three of the four seats it contested, in 
one case by an Lanreslinted 78% of the vote. 

In the Nanyang affair the Communists had no students to work 
on—though I shudder to think of our troubles if our classrooms 
had ever opened—but their success in the Chinese schools was 
directly related to their success against me. In winning control of 
the schools they had defeated the same men who were now backing 
Nanyang. Tan Lark-sye and his family, for example, are trustees 
of at least three of the schools involved in the subsidy controversy. 
Since he had failed for years to stand up against Communist 
teen-agers, it would hardly be surprising if he now failed to de- 
fend Nanyang. When the crisis over my position began, Tan had 
long since been softened. 

The exact details of the Communist campaign against me will 
probably never be known outside the intrigue-ridden hierarchy of 
. Singapore’s Chinese community. The Communists worked through

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dupes within dupes within dupes. But the basic principle was 
plain enough and familiar. They worked on the neutrals and pro- 
Nationalist members of the Singapore committee for the univer- 
sity. They played on the fear of an eventual Communist victory 
in southeast Asia, which has vastly increased since Dienbienphu. 
They evoked fear of personal injury, fear of business reprisals, 
fear of being on the wrong side when the issue was settled. Sec- 
ondarily, they used bribery and worked on family ties. 

It soon became inescapably clear that one man was the key 
instrument of Peking’s policy. This was a charming, intelligent, 
ruthless and utterly cynical businessman named Lee Kong-chian, 
66, whom I have known for years, including a period during World 
War II when he lived in New York. Lee, like Tan Lark-sye, made a 
killing in the chaotic period that followed the Japanese collapse 
in Malaya. But where Tan’s operations since then have been gen- 
erally legitimate, Lee has played some interesting-hide-and- seek. 

Lee made an enormous fortune from the world scramble for 
rubber during the Korean war; some estimates run as high as 
$27 million. A good portion of this came from sales in Commu- 
nist markets, perhaps as much as 200,000 tons, before the United 
Nations embargo on export of strategic materials to Communist 
China and North Korea was imposed in 1951. It is known for a 
fact only that he is one of the richest men in Malaya and it has 
been estimated that he controls an eighth of the world’s total trade 
in natural rubber. 


From Singapore to Peking 
OTH Lee Kong-chian and Tan Lark-sye are linked closely with 


a third key figure: Tan Kah-kee, a onetime Singapore business- 
man with pronounced Communist sympathies who left the colony 
in 1948. Tan Lark-sye is a native of the same village as Tan Kah-kee 
and a business protegé of Tan Kah-kee. Lee Kong-chian is Tan 
Kah-kee’s son-in-law. In Chinese affairs ties like this are enor- 
mously important. When Tan Kah-kee left Singapore in 1948, 
he went to Peking where today he is connected with the Overseas 
Chinese Affairs Commission, the agency charged with subverting 
the overseas Chinese. 

When Nanyang University was first proposed in 1953, Lee 
opposed the aa. For all his wealth, he refused to contribute, 
offering only to put up 10% of whatever sum had been collected by 
the end of 1957, when we presumably would no longer need it. He 
stayed conspicuously aloof as the project got under way without 
him. Then, suddenly, toward the end of 1954, he became very 
much interested. His family newspaper, the Nanyang Siang Pao, 
which is Singapore’s largest Chinese paper, suggested bluntly that 
he should be made a member of the executive council, From the 
outset Lee’s single clear objective was to have me fired, 

In the morass of intrigue that obscured this affair several local 
papers, both rightist and leftist, published the news that Lee’s sud- 
den action followed at least one letter from Tan Kah-kee in Peking, 
demanding my ouster. Several trustees admitted the same to me 
and said other letters were sent to a cover address, the I-Ho-Hien 
club, a pro-Communist social organization adorned with a portrait 
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CHIEF MANIPULATOR i in the effort to sabotage Dr. Lin was Tan Kah-kee, 
onetime Singapore businessman who is now a Red Chinese official. Here

of Mao Tse-tung. The middleman who received them is said 
to have been an influential trustee and close collaborator of Tan 
Lark-sye with pro-Communist views so strong that he has been 
heard to suggest that “Chiang Kai-shek should be captured alive 
and slaughtered on an altar as a sacrifice to the suffering masses 
of China.” 

When the order came, why did Lee Kong-chian, one of the most 
powerful men in southeast Asia in his own right, jump to obey? 
Again, nobody knows for sure. It is unlikely that he is a disciplined 
Communist. The best guess is that he was influenced by a com- 
bination of family loyalty to Tan Kah-kee, by his shadowy foreign 
business ties and most of all by an apparent conviction that 
Singapore will eventually be overrun by Communism, making it 
smart to collaborate now and perhaps save his fortune later. In 
any case, from December on, almost every move against me could 
be traced back to Lee Kong-chian. 

Behind the scenes Lee and his men, who included several mem- 
bers of the Singapore committee for the university, worked in- 
tensely on Tan Lark-sye and other key trustees to turn them 
against me. More and more of them became cool toward me, Con- 
tributions to the university dwindled; they were no longer fashion- 
able among businessmen who knew who was boss. At the end of 
the year only $1.3 million had been collected instead of the 
promised $3.3 million, and almost half of this came from cam- 
paigns among the poorest elements of the colony, trishaw pedalers, 
hairdressers, street hawkers, shop apprentices. Instead of the $1.6 
million he had promised, Tan Lark-sye himself had producéd only 
$400,000. Other prominent businessmen, including the president 
of the Chinese Chamber of Commerce, refused to honor any part 
of their pledges. 


A private police telephone number 


HE mosquito newspapers redoubled their attacks on me. One 

went to the fantastic extreme of publishing a photograph of a 
man with features similar to mine, over a caption describing 
him as “Lin Yutang’s brother, an opium-addicted peeno # | 
received an anonymous letter threatening my life unless [ re. 
signed as chancellor. On friends’ advice I moved my family from 
the bungalow to an apartment for greater safety. For weeks there- 
afier | was accompanied by a plain. clothes police bodyguard pro- 
vided by the British whenever I went out, even to the anovies, 
I memorized a private police telephone number that I was to call 
at the slightest suspicion of trouble. 

As is always the case in a Communist maneuver, the real objec- 
tion to Lin Yutang—my determination to make Nanyang a truly 
free university—was never mentioned. Instead the showdown was 
forced on a phony issue, my proposed budget for 1955, which was 
scheduled to be discussed at a meeting of the Singapore commit- 
tee on Feb. 17. Sometime before then, Tan Lark-sye, bending as 
always with the pressures, gave in to Lee Kong-chian and agreed 
in effect to destroy the university he had wanted so earnestly to 
create. The meeting, from which [ was specifically barred, was run

off like a military drill. First Tan, as chairman, denounced my 

“extravagance.” Then Lee’s front men, among them his personal 
secretary, delivered a series of vitriolic speeches demanding my 
resignation. 

In the three weeks of negotiations that followed, I was harried 
by a never-ending stream of new demands, including even an 
insistence that I revise the plans for the chairs i in the classrooms. 
I cut the proposed budget to the barest minimum, from $1.9 mil- 
lion to $700,000. To prove my good faith I agreed to turn over 
complete responsibility for the design and construction of the 
university buildings to a committee of the trustees. I surrendered 
unconditionally on every point the negotiators raised. [ even 
swallowed a public admission by Tan Lark-sye that his promise a 
year earlier to raise $3.3 million by the end of 1954 was made 
simply because he wanted to send me “a nice letter’ and that 
someone else had written it for him in any case; he had just 
signed it and thus was not responsible. 

The last acts of the crisis were so typically, if ineptly, Com- 
munist that they could have been staged more appropriately in 
Peking. On March 11, though I had agreed to all their demands, 
the trustees suddenly and without explanation broke off the nego- 
tiations. There followed eight days of silence. Tan Lark-sye refused 
even to make an appointment with me. Then on March 19 the 
negotiators reappeared and solemnly presented a new demand: an 
immediate, detailed list of the titles and authors of the 90,000 
books I had proposed to buy for the university library during 
1955. This was followed two days later by a story under banner 
headlines in Lee Kong-chian’s newspaper charging that I had 
made “‘an impossible demand ... to control [the university's] 
millions alone.” 


Four and a half-hours of diatribes 


WROTE a personal letter to Tan Lark-sye appealing to him to 

negotiate with me personally. It was never answered. Instead 
on March 25 Tan called another general meeting of the Singapore 
committee, from which I was again barred. It lasted four and a 
half hours and was devoted entirely to diatribes against me, 
including one by Tan himself which was written for him by one 
of Lee Kong-chian’s assistants. The meeting had been called offi- 
cially to consider my revised budget; the budget i in fact was not 
even discussed. Seven days later I tendered the resignations of 
myself and all of the 11 faculty members who had arrived in 
Singapore. 

Bitterness turned to sweetness overnight. Tan Lark-sye person- 
ally contributed the total cost of our separation pay, $100,000. 
After the resignations were formally announced on April 6, Lee 
Kong-chian’s newspaper published an item reporting: “‘Since the 
resignation of Lin Yutang, funds of Nanyang University, which 
had stopped after his arrival, have begun to pour in again. Mr. 
So-and-so of Ipoh has contributed two dollars.” 

Was it a mistake to resign, or a breach of faith with my friends 
in the free world who urged me to fight it out? I think not. &

It was evident that [ had to resign unless [ abandoned 
everything I stand for. To use a military phrase, the position was 
untenable, and the world apparently thought that the forces com- 
mitted, myself and my staff, were expendable. In sober common 
sense | ordered the retreat. 

Even more soberly I now claim the right to ask: Does the free 
world also consider the 800,000 Chinese of Singapore to be ex- 
pendable and the 12.5 million throughout all southeast Asia? To 
put it bluntly, 1s southeast Asia itself expendable? 

The British have done extraordinarily well in Singapore, under 
impossible conditions, but there are obvious additional steps they 
could take now. The 60 Communist students who have terrorized 
the schools, for example, are known by name to the British author- 
ities; under the Colony’s Emergency Regulations they could be 
deported forthwith, Similarly there is more than enough evidence 
available to deport men like Lee Kong-chian as undesirable. 


New orders from Peking 


ILL the British now permit Nanyang University to be turned 

over to a Communist stooge, or a man too weak to resist when 
the strings are pulled in Peking? Certainly the British know what 
use the Communists would make of Nanyang, for it is generally 
known that Peking has ordered its overseas followers to stay 
where they are and infiltrate their local schools rather than go 
back to the mainland to study. 

If the British allow Nanyang to become a Communist tool to 
produce indoctrinated voters in the very nerve center of Britain’s 
whole Far Eastern position, the millions of pounds and thou- 
sands of lives they are spending to fight the Communists in Malaya 
might as well be dumped into the Strait of Malacca. To attempt 
coexistence with Communism in Singapore is a euphemism for 
surrender. 

Unavoidably, however, all the steps open to the British in Singa- 
pore are essentially negative. The basic problem is to stop the dry 
rot of defeatism and apathy among the Chinese there; and some- 
how to encourage a will to fight for their own salvation among 
their leaders, The Chinese in Hong Kong have demonstrated that 
this is possible. An early patriotic swing toward Communism as a 
symbol of a new, strong, united China has been dramatically re- 
versed, and the Chinese community in Hong Kong today is one of 
the most thoroughly anti-Communist Chinese populations in 
the world. 

But Hong Kong is on the edge of China, where an intimate 
knowledge of the evil of Communism is inescapable. Singapore is 
remote, isolated in a fuzzy world between, on one side, a continu- 
ing war against Communist guerrillas which the British have failed 
to win and, on the other, the wavering, neutralist influence of 
Indonesia, To convince the Chinese in this part of the world that 
there is hope, the West must demonstrate with deeds, in its han- 
dling of such crises as Vietnam and Formosa, for example. It 
must show that Communism can and will be stopped, decisively. 
If it fails, Singapore and the rest of that corner of the world will 
surely continue to slip away toward oblivion.

SALUTE TO ‘SAM? 


U.S. celebrates 200th anniversary of Johnson’s ‘Dictionary’ 


Just 200 years ago this spring, one of the great 
events in English literature took place in London 
when Samuel Johnson published his monumental 
Dictionary of the English Language. On the bicen- 
tennial of its publication the dictionary was getting 
almost as much attention in the U.S. as it got in 
London the day it was brought out, April 15, 1755. 

As libraries opened commemorative exhibitions, 
Columbia (above) and Yale displayed material from 
the world’s biggest Johnson collection, owned by 
Mr. and Mrs. Donald Hyde of Somerville, N.J. At 
Yale, where Johnsonians drank to his “immortal 
memory (below), some rare Johnson notes were 
exhibited for the first time ever (p. 166). 

It was all fitting tribute to the choleric, vastly

erudite man who put in nine laborious years on the 
task he had hoped to complete in three. Johnson 
managed to define his 40,000 entries with a preci- 
sion never before accomplished. Where another dic- 
tionary had defined wheel as “‘a round utensil for 
various uses,” Johnson called it ‘“‘a circular body 
that turns around upon an axis."’ He made an even 
grea ter contribution’ by intfodueing for the first time 
a rich variety’ of &xatmples' of how words have been 
used by great literary figures. 

Johnson’s MNictionary became an immediate liter- 
ary sensation and established him as the literary 
lion of his time. More important, it became the 
model for the next great lexicographer, Webster, 
who produced his own epochal work 73 years later.
